until you have restored old Germany 
again and until the work of the old 
German army is finished." 


"We Wear it." came the answer. 
"Then lift your hands and take the 
oath," concluded the priest, where* 
upon the 160,000 raised two fingers of 
the right hand.

aid the President pronounced urgent. 
He recommended that contributions 
be sent to the Red Cross headquar- 
ters here or to local Red Cross chap- 
ters for transmission to Japan 
The Red Cross headquarters here 
announced the steps it has taken for 
Immediate relief in the 
following 
statement: 


"The 
American Red 
Cross has 
started the national fund for the re- 
lief of the victims of the Japanese 
earthquake horror, with a contribu- 
tion of 1100,000. In addition it has 
appropriated from its reserve funds 
510,000 for the assistance of Ameri- 
cans caught in the disaster zone. 
"Supplementing 
thefee 
appropria- 
tions for relief work, which will be 
forwarded, together with 
contribu- 
tions from the public made In re- 
sponse to the President's proclama- 
tion, t° the Japanese Red Cross 
through the State Department, it was 
announced at national headquarters 
of the Red Cross that its machinery 
for despatching relief supplies and 
Red Cross nurses acd other relief 
workers to the scene Is ready, should 
development show would be effec- 
tive. 


"Chairman John Barton Payne, 
who is in Chicago, wired national 
headquarter^ that the assistance of 
the American Red Cross being ten- 
dered through the State Department. 
Acting Chairman James L. Fier im- 
mediately conferred with Acting Sec- 
retary of State "William Phillips, who 
Is acting in close cooperation with the 
Red Cross. 
"It was stated at Red Cross head- 
quarters that Individual contributions 
to "t35e~'riatl6nal fund may be forward- 
ed through aay Red Cross chapter^ 
or -^nd direct to national headquar- 
ters of the American. Red Cross, 
Washington, D C. 


"JCational headquarters has also 
sent a radio message to the Philip- 
pines chapter of the American Red 
CrJss requesting that it make an im- 
mediate survey of relief stores, prin- 
cipally rice, and transportation 
fac- 
ilities to- made. This action -vf&& taken 
to insure prompt action if this form 
of American Red Cross relief shouid 
prove practicable." 
The State Department was without 
advice during the day concerning the 
safety of the American Embassy of- 
flcials at Tokio or of American con- 
suls at Yokohama and Xagoya 
The 
Department cabled Xelson T. John- 
son, America/n consul-general-at-large 
who Is now in northern China, to pro- 
ceed at once to Yokohama. Xagoya 
•and Tokio to ascertain the safety of 
American officials. Consul Ballantms. 
now at Dairen, also was ordered to 
the sceae to aid the American offi- 
cials. 
Both officers were instructed 
to advise the Department as to con- 
ditions and American casusalties. 
Dispatches received from Admiral 
Anderson, commanding his Asiatic 
ffeet. indicated that he had acted to 
extend relief even before he received 
instructions from th Xavy 
Depart- 
ment. He sent the destroyer Nori to 
Xagasaka to forward 
relayed radio 
messages from the scene of the di- 
saster and despatched the destroyers 
Stewart. Smith. Thompson. Barker, 
John D. Edwards. Tracy, and Whip- 
pie to Yokohama. The squadron is 
under command of Captain G. T- Pet- 
lingill Anderson reported himself on 
the way to Chefoo aboard his flagship 
the Cruiser Huron accompanied by 
the destroyer Tender Blackhawk.. All 
A.1 the destroyers are carrying med- 
ictnes and other relief supplies. 


Mr. Hanihara. the Japanese ambas- 


sador, who hurried back to Washing- 
ton from his vacation upon receiving 
news of the disaster, called at the 
White House and thanked President 
Coolidge personally for the message 
of sympathy the President had sent 
him for despatch to the Tokio gov- 
ernment. Thp ambassador -s^as great- 
ly depressed' and *aid that he had 
been unable to communicate -with his 
Government and had received no dis- 
patches of any kind since the earth- 
quake.
